Gardeners’ Reminders 
For May 

Begin weekly succession of plant¬ 
ings of gladioli. For continuous 
blooms, plant until mid-July. Plant 
marker stakes for dahlias. Prune 
roots of shrubs to be moved next 
summer-flowering bulbs-ismenes, 
tigridias and acidantheras. Set out 
dahlias and cannas. Use short 
fall. 

Weed, feed and mulch strawber¬ 
ries. Feed them again after harvest. 
Stake all flowers — especially 
peonies — as plants develop. Dis¬ 
bud peonies. On good days finish 
planting annuals and the rest of 
your vegetable garden. 

From now on, cultivate and 
weed regularly, spray or dust, 
water thoroughly. Set out tomato 
and pepper plants. Protect with 
plant caps or newspaper tents or 
cover with baskets until establish¬ 
ed, to lessen plant shock. Feed and 
dust or spray roses once every 
week to 10 days. Apply broadleaf 
weed kliler, following manufac¬ 
turer’s directions.
